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Crams don’t help the exam 


A study by UCLA says last minute, late night 
studying has negative effects on students.

Students wishing to raise their grade 
point averages may want to stay in bed 
for a little longer: 

Studying for hours well into the 


night before an exam, often called 
“cramming,” can hurt students’ 
grades, according to a recent study by 
the University of California, Los An- 
geles. 

According to the study, cramming 
makes it difficult for students to under- 
stand learning materials due to lack of 
sleep. 

“Lack of sleep contributes to for- 
getfulness, slow response time and 


depression,” Cal State Long Beach 
Health Resources Center Coordina- 
tor Heidi Burkey said. “A recent study 
even showed that sleeping’after learn- 
ing new material helps with memory 
retention.” 

UCLA’s study revealed that stu- 
dents who sacrifice sleep struggle to 
understand and memorize class ma- 
terials, regardless of how much time 
they spend studying. Conversely, it 
even showed that distributed studying,

Prop. 30 
resolution 


passes in 
ASI Senate

The Associated Students, Inc. 
Senate voted unanimously yester- 
day to pass a resolution in support 
of Proposition 30, just a week after 
nine ASI senators abstained from 
the same vote. 

The College of Liberal Arts 
student council members sat in on 
the meeting, holding green signs 
that read, “Vote yes on Prop. 30.” 
The members briefly addressed the 
senate at the start of the meeting to 
voice their concerns. 

Senator Alex Sanchez said he 
talked with students on campus 
throughout the past week, ask- 
ing them about the potential $250- 
million trigger cut that Prop. 30’s 
failure entails. He said many of the 
students were unaware of the prop- 
osition or the aspects of it. 

Since ASI has taken a stance 
on Prop. 30, it can now engage in 
advocacy efforts for the tax initia- 


tive’s passage this November.

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Legislation would ban anti-gay therapy 


The therapy involves 
attempts to change a 
person’s sexuality.

Legislation seeking to ban repar- 
ative sexual orientation therapy in 
patients younger than 18 has passed 
the State Assembly with a vote of 
52-21. 

Senate Bill 1172 would prevent a 
type of reparative therapy that claims 
to “convert or repair” a person’s sexu- 
al orientation. 

If the bill passes, any mental 
health providers who attempt sexual 
orientation change efforts on minors 
would be subject to disciplinary ac- 
tion. 

However, the bill does not apply 


to reparative therapy within reli- 
gious organizations. 

Sherry Span, professor of psychol- 
ogy at Cal State Long Beach, said 
homosexuality is considered a valid 
sexual orientation. 

According to the American Psy- 
chological Association, being les- 
bian, gay or bisexual is not a disease, 
disorder, illness, deficiency or short- 
coming. 

“Tt makes sense that individuals 
could be distressed because of the 
prejudices and pressures in society,” 
Span said. 

Span also said that it is a psycholo- 
gist’s job to help the individual to ac- 
cept his or her sexual orientation and 
feel comfortable with it: 

“Gay, lesbian and bisexual in- 
dividuals grow up in our society, 
and the homophobia is there,” Span 
said. 

Many CSULB students were un- 
aware of the legislation but’ said they 
felt the ban would be a good measure 
for California. 


“T would hope it would be banned, 
especially in the case of minors; 
growing up in our society is hard 
enough already,” junior Paola Re- 
dondo said. 

According to Span, the practice of 
reparative therapy is mostly tied to 
religious organizations or individuals 
with a religious background. 

Junior Jose Quintero said the leg- 
islation, was a “touchy subject” con- 
sidering religious controversies but 
ultimately protected minors. 

“The Bible says what it says 
about homosexuality,” Quintero 
said. “But if it’s just the matter of 
banning the action of forcing it on a 
minor, forcing anything on anyone 
is bad, so in that sense I would be 
for the ban.” 

The bill is now on Gov. Jerry 
Brown’s desk waiting to be signed. 
The bill must be signed by the end of 
the month. 

If Brown signs the legislation, vot- 
ers will see the bill on the voting ballot 
this November.

complemented by proper rest, will help 
students acquire new knowledge more 
effectively. 

“One of the reasons is that dur- 
ing sleep, your brain is reorganizing 
the materials learned during the day 
into more appropriate locations of the 
brain,” Burkey said. “Getting a good 
night’s sleep on a daily basis is impor- 
tant. Making up for it on the weekend 
does not solve the problem. It has to be 
continuous to get the best results.” 
"The study also concluded that students 
who sleep less than five hours per night on 
a regular basis tend to have lower GPAs. 

A study by the University of Min- 
nesota Undergraduate Journal of Psy- 
chology showed similar results; in their 
study, students who slept more had 
higher GPAs. 

According to the National Institute 
of Health’s website, experts believe that 
neurons used while the human body is 
awake are shut down and repaired dur- 
ing deep sleep. 

Without sleep, those neurons are 
likely to be heavily depleted or pollut- 
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ed, leading the body to malfunction. 

Additionally, the brain generates 
and produces delta waves when a body 
accesses the deepest state of sleep. 
Delta waves are known to reduce cor- 
tisol, a hormone released to kill brain 
cells when a person is under stress. 

CSULB alumna Brittany Lopez 
said most students already understand 
the consequences of cramming, but 
busy schedules and procrastination 
make late night studying inevitable for 
many. 

“Students cram for exams because 
of timing issues,” Lopez said. “A lot of 
them are too busy with work, and some- 
times they need to cram so the learning 
materials can stay fresh in their heads 
without them forgetting what they 
learned months ago.” 

However, Burkey said that students 
can avoid having to cram for exams by 
utilizing time wisely. 

“Prioritizing sleep into your sched- 
ule may seem difficult, but utilizing 
your time more efficiently during the 
day may make it easier to do just that,” 
Burkey said. “Instead of waiting until 
the last minute to study or write a pa- 
per all night, start earlier and get a head

University;’ Terry Jarmon, assistant 
security manager for the Information 
Technology department at CSUF, said. 

CSUF’s IT department said they are 
also currently working on reaching out 
to other campuses in the Cal State Uni- 
versity system to jump on board. 

“We want to let them know how vi- 


able this can be,” Jarmon said. 

Jarmon said the idea first came about 
when a representative from Front Door 
Software contacted a captain from their 
police department. 

“The information eventually got 
transferred to the vice president of our 
IT department and then went down to 
research,” Jarmon said. “We found 
the price to be very reasonable, so we 
decided to give it for free as a commu- 
nity service to give our students extra 


value.” 


For the past two’ years, CSUF has 
been using a program called Compu- 
trace to protect state-issued computers, 


selling it to students at $40 per unit. 


Instituting the free anti-theft soft- 
ware for students with Front Door 
Software only cost CSUF $4,000 fora 
license to activate up to 37,000 devices. 

The CSULB IT department formally 
declined to release any information, but 
students on campus agree with the ben- 


efits such a program can bring. 

“If you’re able to track the person 
who has your device and contact the 
authorities for help, I can definitely 
picture an increase in the turn out of 
returned devices,” Mark Mendoza, a 
freshman computer science major, said. 

Layla Lyle, a junior English litera- 
ture major, said the program could be a 
good line of defense against theft. 

“As people find out that they can get 
tracked, they might think twice about 


taking things that aren’t theirs,” Lyle 
said. 

Junior psychology major Harrison 
Tabata said there are other undeniable 
benefits. 

“If someone really wanted to_ steal 
something, I don’t think it would prevent 
them from taking it, but the shouting 
message would help people feel guiltier 
about doing so,” Tabata said. “It would 
definitely remind them that somebody 
out there wants that device back.”

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Marijuana initiatives fail to collect 
signatures, will not be seen on ballot 


(MCT) Sept. 5 — A half-dozen 
initiatives seeking to regulate mari- 
juana like wine, tax it and legalize it 
for anyone over 18, all failed to make 
the Nov. 6 ballot, leaving supporters 
looking to 2014 for their next shot at 
changing the state’s pot laws. 

Six measures — including one 
written by two Sonoma County at- 
torneys — fell short of getting enough 
signatures by their deadlines. The 
last, which would have allowed medi- 
cal marijuana users to form associa- 
tions for cultivation and distribution, 
failed last month. 

“It’s disappointing,” said Sebasto- 
pol attorney Omar Figueroa, who co- 
wrote the Repeal Cannabis Prohibi- 
tion Act of 2012. “California will not 
be leading the way when it comes to 
reform.” 

Now, advocates will watch the re- 
sults of ballot initiatives in Colorado, 


Oregon and Washington as well as the - 


outcome of the presidential election 
before returning to work on a measure 
to go before California voters in four 
years. 

Also, supporters will look to prec- 
edent-setting Supreme Court cases as 
well as pending state legislation that 
could change the political landscape 
for some type of marijuana legaliza- 
tion. 

Dale Gierenger, state director of the 
National Organization for the Reform 
of Marijuana Laws, or NORML, said 
this year’s measures were doomed by 
a number of factors, not the least of 


which was a lack of funds to pay pro- 
fessional signature gatherers. 

It can cost $2 million to $3 mil- 
lion to collect the more than 500,000 
signatures required within the state’s 
150-day deadline. With the 2010 fail- 
ure of the last legalization measure 
— Proposition 19 — potential donors 
weren’t willing to part with the cash. 

What little money was available 
was spread among multiple measures. 

“J didn’t expect the legalization 
initiatives to go anywhere,” said 
Gierenger, who backed the so-called 
California Medical Marijuana Regu- 
lation, Control and Taxation Initia- 
tive. “It was always a bit of a long 

* shot.” 

But Gierenger said advocates re- 
main motivated to clarify the law, at a 
minimum, especially in light of Prop- 
osition 19, which got nearly 47 percent 
of the vote. 

“J don’t think you can put the genie 
back in the bottle on this one,” Gie- 
renger said. 

Just which approach supporters 
will take remains unclear. This year’s 
measures ran the gamut from reducing 
criminal punishment to eliminating 
all laws pertaining to the cultivation, 
possession, sale and transportation of 
marijuana. 

One initiative would have taxed and 
regulated marijuana production simi- 
lar to the wine industry. Another en- 
visioned a 2.5 percent tax on medical 
marijuana sales and established a gov- 
ernment agency to oversee regulation. 


“When it comes down to what’s the 
best solution, there are many options,” 
said Kris Hermes, a spokesman for 
Americans for Safe Access, an ad- 
vocacy group that also supported the 
NORML-backed medical marijuana 
measure. “People tend to not agree. 
That has to be resolved.” 

Figueroa’s measure would have de- 
criminalized all marijuana for adults. 

“Cannabis is in conflict with fed- 
eral law but the state is absolutely free 
to repeal prohibition,” Figueroa said. 
“It’s exactly how alcohol prohibition 
was repealed.” 

But the measure he co-authored 
with Santa Rosa attorney Joe Rogo- 
way failed to get the more than 
504,000 signatures needed to qualify 
for the ballot by its April deadline. 
The initiative got “tens of thousands” 
of signatures, he said. Since then, he 
and other California supporters at- 
tended an annual hemp festival in Se- 
attle where talk centered on 2014. 

Figueroa cited a poll that found 80 
percent of Americans believe medi- 
cal marijuana should be legal and 50 
percent believe all marijuana should 
be legal. The latter figure needs to 
increase to 60 percent to attract big 
donors, Figueroa said. 

“A lot of Californians are waiting 
to see what happens in the three other 
states with repeal initiatives,” he said. 
“If those ‘pass, it could change the 
whole dynamic.”

McDonald’s Corp. announced it will be opening 
two vegetarian-only restaurants in India next year. 

The fast-food chain is famous for its beef ham- 
burgers, which are not an easy sell in India. 

There are currently only 271 McDonald’s 
restaurants in India and more than 33,500 
worldwide. That is less than one percent of the 
company’s locations. 

These new meatless outlets will be set in the’ 
Sikh holy city of Amritstar and near the Hindu 
Vaishno Devi shrine in Katra. 

According to a 2001 census, about 80 percent 
of India’s population is Hindu and more than 
13 percent are Muslim. Due to religious dietary 
restrictions, people of the Hindu faith do not con- 
sume beef and Islamic followers avoid pork. 

With a wide population of vegetarians, Mc- 
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is childish. 


Donald’s has changed its menus to reflect more of 
the region’s demands. The Big Mac was altered 
to the Maharaja Mac, which is made with chicken 
patties in replace of beef. 

This was a good alternative to beef, until cus- 
tomers found that the fast-food chain was season- 
ing the fries and other products 
with beef flavoring. ; 

McDonald’s apologized 
and changed its ingredients to 
avoid another dispute. 

The company also donated money to Hindu 
foundations and other groups in 2002 to patch 
things up for its mistake. Now, the company is 
taking the next step. 

The McDonald’s chain is trying to reach out 
to the Indian population to accommodate their 
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It sounds like a problem a public high school should have, not 
something an excellent institution like CSULB should have. 

Even more frustrating is the fact that little can be done to restore 
the real artwork that has been created over the years since the tradi- 
tion of decorating the art lockers began.

“V/H/S,” a found-footage horror anthology 
film by directors Adam Wingard, David Bruck- 
ner, Ti West, Glenn McQuaid, Joe Swanberg and 
the group Radio Silence has just been released 
on demand through most cable providers. It was 
first shown at the Sundance film festival, where it 
received positive reviews for its interesting low- 


for. This is where the anthology aspect of the film 
comes in, as each of the tapes contains a different 
disturbing account of supernatural events. 

The five films vary in quality, but all have 
one thing in common. Each film is shot from 
first person perspective in the “found-footage” - 
style of other popular films, such as the “Para- 
normal Activity” series. Unlike “Paranormal 
Activity,” the film finds unique. ways of ex- 
plaining why the characters are filming the 
events taking place. 

In one film, a group of college-aged .kids 
wear hidden-camera spy glasses to try filming a 
drunken sex tape in Vegas.

One of the films involves a Halloween party 
gone wrong, where the cameraman happens to-be 
dressed as a teddy bear with a camera in his head, 
also known as a “nanny cam.” 

The special effects in the film are frightening 
and delightfully realistic looking. It is always

The show toured in Europe for two years and has 
stopped in more than 15 countries. The show has 
béen performed in five different languages, including 
Czech and Spanish.

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Long Beach State women’s volleyball team to battle in Seattle 


LBSU will face one of 
the nation’s top teams 
at the Washington 
Invitational.

After a rough stretch of matches to 
begin the season, the Long Beach State 
women’s volleyball team is hoping to 
turn things around this weekend at the 
Washington Invitational. 

The non-conference schedule for the 
Beach (2-4) has been difficult to this 
point, and it does not get any easier. The 
49ers will head to Seattle on Friday to 
play No. 7 Washington before taking on 
Seattle University on Saturday. 

The Huskies (6-0) have yet to lose so 
much as a set this season, as they have 
won 18 straight en route to six overall 
wins. The team’s marquee victory thus 
far came against No. 11 Purdue (5-1), 
when they defeated the Boilermakers in 
straight sets (25-21, 25-17, 25-9) to move 
up five spots in the national rankings. 

LBSU head coach Brian Gimmillaro 
said in order to be successful against 
such tough opponents, the team must 
continue to develop and improve dur- 
ing the absence of some key players. 

“It’s very hard and very frustrating,” he 
said. “Health doesn’t matter. Most people 
would believe we would had done better if

we had all our players, but we don’t.” 
Without sophomore middle blockers 
Haleigh Hampton and Alma Serna, the 
49ers have a lot to make up for at the net. 
“Each player knows now they have 
to perform at their best because we 
don’t have much room for error,” Gim- 
millaro said. “Sometimes it makes you 


perform worse. Right now there is a lot 
of stress on each player trying to do 
more than they can do.” - 

So far this season, LBSU has been 
anchored by senior outside hitter Janisa 
Johnson, who has compiled a Big 
West Conference-leading 100 kills to 
go along with 79 digs on .232 hitting. 


Johnson has four double-doubles on the 
season and 33 for her career. 

Gimillaro said he has been happy with 
the emergence of sophomore middle 
blocker Chisom Okpala and sophomore 
Bre Mackie during the absence of Serna. 

“When Alma comes back, Chisom 
will be the second middle,” he said. 


“She’s learning to be helpful; that’s a 
big deal. Bre is learning that she isn’t 
a bonus player anymore. She has to be 
more responsible for scoring. So be- 
tween the two of those there is a long 
term benefit, no question.” 

Washington will counter with soph- 


‘omore outside hitter Krista Vansant, 


who has 75 kills in just 18 sets and is - 
hitting at a clip of .337. 

The invitational will continue Satur- 
day night when the Beach heads across 
the city to face off with Seattle. 

The Redhawks (4-3) are led by Sarah 
Jaeckel who has 91 kills and 42 digs on 
the season.
